Lord's Day Alliance, as one of the 
men most maligned and abused by 
the sporting interests and 
news- 


papers of the country, lectured on 
The Foundations of Morality before 
a large audience at Christ Presby- 
terian church 
Sunday, night. 
He 


spoke under the' auspice; of the 
Ministerial Union, the National Re- 
Xox-m bureau and the W. C. T. U. 


Declaring that the Lord's prayer 


is the foundation of ethics and urg- 
ing that it be introduced into the 
universities of all countries, 
Dr. 


Crafts declared that no 
effective 


morality can be taught without re- 
ligion behind it. The Lord's prayer 
is the thing' to introduce because it 
propounds no creed and has 
been 


accepted by nearly every religion in 
the world, Christians, Jews, Moham- 
niedans and others. 


"We must have religious 
sanc- 


tion behind 
morality," said 
Dr. 


Crafts, "The -problem in Japan for 
instance, is. this. 
The educated 


young Japanese have dropped Con- 
fuscius as a god and reverence him 
as a man. 
They have begun to 


reverence Christ as a man, but do 
not worship him. You can't say to 
i man who would murder another, 
You musn't do this because Con- 
Tuscius wouldn't like it.' You must 
teach the child that the 
universe 


was made by God for good men and 
that the person who goes against it 
m,ight as well collide with a 
fast 


express." 


Dr. 'Crafts declared that such 


teachings are much needed in our 
universities where our young people 
are glowing up haphazzardly. 
He 


also urged that the ten command- 
ments, the common law of the civil- 
ized world, Jewish in origin, -but be- 
longing, to the entire 
world 
and

ion today were attempting to sift 
the facts

made by Harvey W. Church yester- 
day. 


In one confession, according ' to 


the police, Church admitted com- 
mitting both murders single hand- 
ed. In a second and informal con- 
fession, the police say, he asserted 
he had accomplices in the crimes. 


It was announced today that fol- 


lowing an investigation of .the latter 
statements two new arrests had 
been made in the search for a dozen 
former associations of Church and 
Church's parents were today to be 
subjected to questioning. .. 


Church's first and formal confes- 


sion, according to the 
police was 


made yesterday

tioning following his return here 
from Adams, Wis, where he was 
captured.

Tells Farmers That They Have 


Right to Organize to 


Get Justice 


SHAWANO, Wis.—The right of 


farmers to organize along political 
lines for promotion of their (general 
welfare and "to make possible a 
free and untrammeled press," was 
upheld by Gov. John J. Elaine, in a 
speech delivered at the Farmers' 
county picnic here .this afternoon. 


"The man who denounces yon, or 


condemns you, or heaps abuse upon 
you, because you have organized, is 
an enemy of the people, and a trait 
or to the constitution that shields 
him," the governor'fold his audience 


"You farmers have a right to or- 


ganize, yoh have a': right to organ 
ize along political'-li'hes, you have a 
right to advocate the adoption o: 
legislation for the benefit of your 
selves and mankind, and you have 
the right to use every legitimate 
to accomplish good," he continued. 


Discussing the Ku.KIux Klan and 


other organizations' that seek to set 
up an "invisible government," Gov 
Elaine declared that "any organiza- 
tion that has for its purpose the in- 
citing of racial or religious preju- 
dices and intolerance Is a cancerous 
ulcer, eating into the vitals of our 
nation, -and destroying the ends of 
government." 


He said that these so called in- 


visible governments "sometimes en- 
gaged in night-riding, in dragging 
men and women from their homes 
in committing violence, in attempt- 
ing 
to 
intimidate public officials 


and' in dishonoring the flag -which 
protects them." 


"We had too much of this riding 


of the people during the' -war," he 
asserted. 
"Every act of violence 


was a poisonous thrust a_t democ- 
racy. Instead of 
upholding law 


such acts defied law. Disease and 
death breed in the po'ison of dark- 
ness." 


The governor tola the 
farmers 


ihat they "constitute the antidote 
to invisible government, and 
build 


and strengthen the visible govern- 
ment. . If men .disagree" with you," 
ie said, "it is their right to debate 
every question, but no one has a 
right to strike you in the dark or 
attack you from ambush or in se- 
cret.

cure. No home will-be immune from 
defiled. Religious freedom will

,sin cannot be counted on as a pos- 
sible relief to unemployment this 
winter because of

building unpractical, A. R. Hirst, 
chief engineer of the highway com- 
mission, said today. 


He declared that Nov. 1 would 


bring the end of any extensive con- 
struction, and with it the laying off 
of 14,000 men out of the 15,000. now 
employed in . road work. 


The program for next _ spring-, now 


being worked out, will 'call -for "an 
expenditure for approximately $15,- 
000,000 or $9,000,000 less than dur- 
ing this year when $24,000,000 was 
expended to build 3,000 
miles of 


road in the state.- 


As a result of the smaller pro- 


posel expenditures, now estimated 
on the basis of county bond issues, 
there will be fewer men employed 
next year. 
Such a situation 
does 


not indicate that much relief from 
unemployment can be 
counted on 


through' highway construction, Mr. 
Hirst said. 


Contracts will be let during the 


winter, though, in order that work 
can start by the first of April of 
next year instead of in the middle 
of'Ma'y as has formerly been 
the 


practice, it was announced. 


It i's pointed out that if the high- 


way bill had been passed by 
the 


last legislature there would 
have 


been ?3,500,000 more available for 
highway construction at the open- 
ing of next year, 
increasing

"The 
railroad companies will tile against the government of the United 
States for all purposes claims amounting to 81,108,000,000, in 
the opinion of the director general."
